DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-37 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The nearest 
prior art to the claimed invention is Csipkes et al. Patent number 5,778,132, which 
teaches a modular optical amplifier comprising: a first stage amplifier module; a second 
intermediate stage module; and a third stage amplifier module. The instant application 
teaches a modular amplifier comprising an input module; an output module; at least one 
pump module; and an amplifier module. The innovation resides in partitioning the 
apparatus into modules in such a way as to facilitate producing variable amplifier 
configurations.
